Fo2 the diſcomfiture of the Perſians by 
Alexander, and the flight of Darius; at that time 
, having in it a famous City called Iſſos, whereof 
the Bay is named the Bay of 1os ,- but now has 
ving not lo much as a little Town, Far from 


thence lyeth the Fozeland Amanoides, between | 


the Rivers Pyramus and Cydnus, Pyramus being 
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the nearer to Iſlos rerurned by Mailon,and Cyd-- 
nus runneth out beyond thꝛoͤugh Tarſus. Then is 
there a City poſſeſſed in old time by the Rhodi- 
ans, and Argives, and afterward at the appoint⸗ 
ment of Pompey , called Solce by Pyzates now 


Pompeyopole, 


Hard by, on a little Hill, is the Tombof the 
Poet A1acus , wozthy to be ſpoken of becauſe it is 


' unknown, why ſtones that are calt into it to lcap 


about : not far from thence is the Town of Cyro- 
cus, cnviozned with a [mall balk to che firm land. 
Above it is a Cave named Cor icus, oł ſingular - 
nature, and kar moze exellent than may with 
caſe be deſcribed. Foz gaping with a wide 
mouth, even immediately from the top it openeth 
the Mountain butting upon the Sea, which is of 
great height, as it were of ten Furlongs : then 
going deep down, and tle farther the larger; it is 
green round about with kudding trees, and caſt: 
eth it lelk into a great round vault, on both lides 
full of woods „ lo marvellorts aud beautiful, that 
at the firſt it amazeth the minds of thcin that 
come into it, and it mabeth tem think they have 
never ſeen enough ok it. There is but one golng 
down into it, narrow and rough, ok a mile and a 
half long, by plealant ſhaddows and coverts ot 
wund, pielding a certain rude noiſe, with Rivers 
trickling on either hand. Ten ye come to the 
bottom , there again openeth another Cave, 
wozthy to be ſpoken ok fo2 other things. It ma⸗ 
keth the -enterers into it afraid, with the dinn of 


Timbiils , which raiſe a gaſhly and great ratling 


with: 
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within, afterward being a while lightione { and 
anon, the further ye go, waxing darker, it lead⸗ 
eth (tuch as dare adventure) quite out ok ſight, 
and carrieth them deep as it were in a Wine, 
where a mighty River rifing with a great bycaſt, 
doth; but onely ſhew it (elf and when it hath guſhed 
violently a while in a ſhozt Channel, (inking 
down again, it is no moꝛe feen, Within is a waſte 
ſpace , moze hozrible then any Man dare pierce 
ints ,-and thereloze it is unknown.
